_The quiet dignity that he showed in the 
Edinburgh days of applause and flattery 
impressed those that met him, and in 
these letters there is the same sanity and 
Sagacity, with a modesty that makes him 
liken his writing to Doctor John Moore to 
“an ordinary-sized statue offering at a 
conversation with the Rhodian Colossus.’’ 

When pent indoors from an accident in 
Edinburgh he read the Bible from the 
becinning, and was half-way in Joshua. 
“It really is a glorious hook.” ‘ Early 
in life and all my life I reckoned on a 
recruiting drum as my forlorn hope.” “A 
dull letter may be a very kind one.” 
His Edinburgh publisher, Bailie Creech, 
kept him hanging about Edinburgh from 
7th August, 1787, until the 13th April, 
1788, before he would give a statement of 
affairs, and then only because Burns 
wrote an angry letter that irritated his 
pride. He wrote to Miss (Chalmers from 
Ellisland: “ You will be pleased to hear 
I have laid aside all éclat and bind every 
day after my reapers. | have not room 
ior more than the old kind hearty fare- 
well !”’ 
To Doctor Moore he wrote: “I have 
not a doubt but the knack, the aptitude 
to learn the muses’ trade is a gift bestowed 
by Him ‘ who forms the secret bias of the 
soul,’ but I as firmly ‘believe that 
excellence in the profession is the fruit of 
industry, labour, attention and pains.” 
Farther on he speaks of that most deplor- 
able of all poetic diseases—heart-breaking 
despondency of himself. 

* * Lá ¥ a: 

Sending a song to someone, he said: ‘‘ 4 
poet and a beggar are in so many points 
of view alike, that one might take ihein 
for the same individual character under 
different designations were it not that 
though, with a very trifling poetic licence, 
poets may be styled beggars; yet the con- 
verse of the proposition does not hold that 
every beggar is a poet. In one particular, 
however, they remarkably agree; .. . 
they will very willingly repay you with a 
song.” He started a parish library when 
he married. 
On 9th December, 1789, he said that he 
found the Excise business go on a great 
deal smoother with him than he expected. 
“I dare to be honest, and I fear no 
labour. Nor do I find my hurried life 
greatly. inimical to my _ correspondence 
with the muses.

On 8th August, 1790, 
he wrote: ‘‘ You cannot sit down and 
fancy the busy life I lead’’; and on the 
18th September, 1792: ‘‘Amid all my 
hurry of business, grinding the faces of 
the publican and sinner on the merciless 
wheels of the Excise; making ballads and 
then singing them to my drink; over and 
above all, the correcting the Press-work of 
two different publications.’’ 
On April 26th, 1793: ‘‘ Answer a letter! 
I never could answer a letter'in my life! 
I have written many a letter in return 
for letters I have received; but then they 


were original matter—spurt away! Zig 
here, zag there.” “Hé imagined man set 
free from the laws of gravitation that 
bind him to this globe and able at pleasure 
to fly through all the yet unconjectured 
bounds of creation. The letter is not given 
in which he said that ‘‘the American 
Congress of 1776 will be allowed to have 
been as able and enlightened as the Eng- 
lish Convention was in 1688, and that 
their posterity will celebrate the centenary 
of their deliverance from us, as duly and 
sincerely as we do our own from the 
oppressive measures of the wrong-headed 
House of Stuart.’’ In 1794 the melancholy 
letter was written to Mrs. Riddell, in 
which he says: ‘‘To the men of the com- 
pany I will make no apology. Your 
husband, who insisted on my drinking 
more than I chose, has no right to blame 
me; and the other gentlemen’ were 
partakers of my guilt. But to you, 
Madam, I have much to apologise . . . 
an intoxicated man is the vilest of 
beasts. . . ” He wove no tangled web; 
the worst was known about him in his 
lifetime; he was neither a liar nor a 
hy pocrite. ” i á 
As Mr. Brimley Johnson says, to the 
last his officia] superiors emphatically and 
plainly assert that neither drink nor any 
other irregularities were allowed to 
interfere with the punctua] and efficient 
survey of ten parishes, and even after he 
settled in Dumfries there was never tny 
complaint of his work. 

To the hard-headed, deep-drinking 
country gentlemen whose carouses were 
enlivened by the poet’s wit, it is in great 
part owirig that “he slowly, but steadily, 
sank to death: in the flesh, worn out by 
a short span of but thirty-seven years; 
his spirit immortally enshrined in the 
heart of the world.’’ We like to remem 
bér that Cowper had pleasure in Burns's 
poems, but he could not persuade a friend 
to try them . :

IRISH LAND PURCHASE.

| HERE are two methods of writing a 
book on any subject of Statute law. 
One—the most obvious—is to set out the 
Statute or Statutes with notes, explana- 
tions, and the necessary cross references 
after each section. The other way is to 
treat the subject matter as a whole, each 
branch being dealt with in separate parts 
or chapters. The latter method has the 
great merit—especially when, as in the 
volume before us, the Statutes are printed 
in full in the appendix—of saving the 
practitioner a deal of trouble. Mr. Cole 
Bowen has himself done the drudgery of 
cross-reference and collation, and has pre- 
sented the results to the reader. With so 
sound a lawyer as one’s guide, one need 
have no fears of being misled ; and, in any 
event, there are the Statutes themselves 
for confirmation. 

Mr. Cole Bowen has taken it upon him- 
self to elucidate a very complicated code 
of law—the Land Purchase code, viz., 
the Statutes of the Imperial Parliament 
prior to 1923, and the Free State Statutes, 
1923 to 1927. He has brought to his task 
a profound knowledge of his subject, 
unwearying industry (his book runs to 
800 pages), and the accuracy one would 
expect “om a lawyer of his eminence. In 
his preface he gives a general view of the 
development of the code. Among the 
more important chapters are V. to IX., 
dealing with vesting of land and sales 
under the Act of 1923; XVI., the legal 
effect of the Vesting Order, as amended ; 
XIX., dealing with registration; XX.., 
Statutory incidents affecting purchased 
holdings; XXIII. and XXIV., superior 
interests. Chapter III. deals fully with 
the subject of the Congested Districts 
Board and sales to the Board prior to 
19235 ; and Chapter XXVIII. relates to the 
‘* Bonus.”’ 

The appendix contains the Statutes in 
full from 1903 to 1927, the Provisional 
Rules and the prescribed forms, a 
chapter dealing with the famous case of 
Lynham v. Butler, and—a most useful 
feature—a precedent for the assignment 
of a tenancy with rights of purchase. 
There is an excellent index, full without 
without being overladen or confusing; 
and the binding, printing and paper are 
all that can be desired, and reflect the 
greatest credit on the publisher. Mr. 
Cole Bowen is to be congratulated on the 
result of his labours. The profession 
will welcome his volume, and will, we 
have no doubt, feel deeply grateful for 
the industry and energy that have cleared 
a path through a thorny tangle. If we 
may be pardoned for adapting the words 
of the Roman poet to his task, Mr. Cole 
Bowen may with justice lay the fiattering

Miss Helen Ashton’s direct and pleasant 
style is well exemplified in her new novel of 
Jamaica, in which she gives us a clear and 
convincing portrait of the social life. Janet 
Morant, a quiet Scottish girl, goes out in 
charge of Mrs. Campbhell’s two little boys, 
and finds herself faced with much responsi- 
bility and an awkward situation. Her 
employer, a lovely Jamaican, is a hard 
pleasure-seeker, and Janet’s sympathy is soon 
accorded to her husband, James Campbell— 
dour, disappointed and irritable. Life on the 
plantation, ‘‘ Far Enough,’’ with Campbell 
and the children, after little Sandy's illness, 


poetry. Her two-volume redaction of 
Tadhg Dall O’Huiginn’s poetry gives a 
unique picture of an Irish court poet and 
his work. Now she gives us an “ Intro- 
duction to Irish Syllabic Peetry, 1200- 
1600,’ which surpasses anything of the 
sort previously attempted. This is a work 
that throws floods of light on the most 
important phase of Irish poetry, and its 
twenty-two specimen poems, edited and 
annotated, make it a book that will 
render many a student a happy man for 
many a week. 

The standard works upon Irish 
prosody are O’Molloy’s De Prosodia 
Hibernica, published (in Latin) as part 
of his grammar of the Irish language in 


— 


Rome in the seventeenth century, and 
Kuno Meyers “Primer of Irish 
Metrics,” a more elaborate and scientific 
work. O’Molloy always will be read for 


the sake of his personal enthusiasm and 
his nearness to the bardic tradition. 
Meyer’s book, however, now wil] rank as 
a sort of supplement to Miss Knott’s ; 
for this new book makes more accurate 


classification of rhymes and dis- 
tinctions between assonance and con- 
sonance. Miss Knott gives detailed 


descriptions of eleven metres; Meyer will 
be consulted for others. 
Dr. Osborn Bergin has said of the syllabic 
poetry that a knowledge of the spoken Iris 
dialects, without study of the artificial rules 
observed in bardic days, can give no notion 
of its subtle music. Miss Knott’s book will 
enable students, so far as it is possible, to 
recover the key to that subtlety. It may be 
doubted whether ears ever again will be 
attuned to the fine distinctions that are 
expounded here so elaborately and skilfully ; 
but, short of perfect appreciation, there is a 
wealth of pleasure to be enjoyed by those 
who will consent to be instructed. 
> & * * 

Apart from its main purpose, the explana- 
tion of the syllabic prosody, this book is full 
of interest; for the giéces justicatives are 
mainly poems otherwise all but inaccessible. 
They Lillosie to the most copious period of Irish 
poetry. The syllabic system, as Thurneysen 
showed, sprang from the Latin hymn-poetry of 
the fifth and sixth centuries. It was per- 
fected by the tenth century; but Miss Knott 
suggests that a reforming movement took 
place at the beginning of the Early Modern 
period. The syllabic metres ceased to be 
written correctly after 1600, save by poets 
who were trained before that date; the 
accented metres then came into general use. 
Miss Knott’s selections range from the 
work of poets of the 13th century down to 
a poem written by Owen Roe Macaward, 
probably in 1613. Owen Roe is best known 
for his poem which Mangan translated, “0 
woman of the piercing wail.’’ In the poem 
given by Miss Knott, the aged poet ad- 
dresses 16 lines to little Hugh O'Donnell (son 
of the Earl), who has sent him a letter from 
the Continent. Playfully he tells how this 
letter has refreshed his spirits; how all the 
nobles of Niall’s roval island would rejoice 
could they, too, see it; and how little Hugh, 
only seven years old, has shown himself 
hereby worthy of a princedom. Sgoldir rod- 
sqriobh, a sgribhionn: **’Twas a scholar 
that wrote thee, O writing!’ How proud 
little Hugh must have been in later years of 
the great ollave’s kindly praise ! 
Among other poems are: an _ allegory, 
“The Child Born in Prison,’ based on a 
tale in the Gesta Romanorum, by Geoffrey 
O'Daly (c. 1360), said to have been the most 
popular of Irish religiovs poems in its age; 
‘The Lament of Cr¢'lhe,” a beautiful

INCE Mr. Middleton Murry first gave 

/ expression in the Adelphi articles, re- 
Ia under the title oí “ To the Un- 

nown God," to his religious and intel- 
tellectual attitude, a considerable change 
has come over his work, but it is a change 
of quality rather than of matter, and the 
vaguely sentimental mysticism is replaced 
by a more considered, more significant 
attitude. 

Even those to whom Mr. Murry’s 
writings will only appear as th> work of 
a religious fanatic cannot qnestion the 
sincerity and feeling behind his thoughts, 
and there are numbers to whom Mr. 
Murry’s searchings will have vital 
significance and illumination. 

“Things to Come ” is rather the frag- 
mentary exploration of a seer than the 
complete expression of a hard-sought 
creed, but the very form of his essays is 


stimulating, and those entitled ‘‘ The

IS the letters from the South Seas which,

"BUS STOPPING PLACES 


A CONFERENCE, 

(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) | 
An adjournment was granted of the hearing 
of several summonses against drivers of ‘buses 
for having, as alleged, allowed their ‘buses to 
stand longer than was necessary for the pur- 
pose of setting down and taking up passengers 
at Aston’s quay, Burgh quay, and D'Olier 
street, Dublin, and for causing an obstruc- 
tion; and against the owners of the ‘buses 
for, as alleged, aiding and abetting the drivers 
in the commission of these offences. 
Mr. E. H. Burhe, solicitor, who appeared 
for some of the defendants. said that there 
was a large number of legal points involved 
in these summonses, apart from the merits. 
His clients felt very strongly that the 
authorities should recognise that they were 
living in the year 1928; that ‘bus traffic must 
be permitted, and that there must be places 
legalised for ’buses to stand. The proceed- 
ings, he added, were taken under very ancient 
statutes and regulations, which were really 
evolved to deal with hackney cars. It took 
much longer to empty a "bus and fill it again 
than it did to allow people to get off an out- 
side car and to allow others to get on. 
Mr. D. H. O'Flaherty, solicitor, of the Chief 
State Solicitor’s office, asked for an adjourn- 
ment of the hearing, as Mr. Finlay, who was 
for the prosecution, was unable to attend, and 
Mr. Herbert Hare, who also was ap»earing in 
the cases, could not be present that day. 
Mr. Collins, solicitor, and Mr. Bradley, 
solicitor, representing some of the defendants, 
agreed to an adjournment. 
Mr. Little, adjourning the hearing, suggested 
that in the meanwhile there should be a con- 
ference between the parties with the object 
of trying to come to some arrangement 
between the authorities and ‘the 'bus owners 
regarding the matter.

DISTRICT JUSTICE SUGGESTS 


MIDNIGHT RAID ON TYRONE 
FARMHOUSE, 


CHARGE AGAINST DERRY MAN 
FAILS, 


A midnight raid on a County Tyrone farm- 
house was described at a special court in 
Donemana, when a Derry furniture dealer, 
Robert Wilson, of Albert street, was charged 
with breaking and entering the house of 
Samiel Marshall, farmer, Ardmore, Cullion, 
Tyrone, and stealing £65 1s. 5d. and a gold 
watch and chain. 

Giving evidence, Marshall said that he was 
awakened about 12.15 a.m. on June 14 last 
by footsteps in his kitchen, and two men 
came into his bedroom, off the kitchen, carry- 
ing flashlamps. One of the men stood over 
him, and the other stood over his stepson, 
John Brown, who. was also in the bedroom. 
The men played the flashlights on their eyes 
and asked if they had any guns. One of the 
men struck witness on the jaw with a short 
har of iron. The other man went over to 
the bed and searched the pockets of witness's 
trousers. Jn doing so he ‘came before the 
flashlight, and witness got a good view of 
his face and clothes. The face appeared 
familiar, and witness knew that he had seen 
the man before. When the men left witness 
found that his safe, which stood in the hall, 
was lying open, and the cash-box, which con- 
tained £65 1s. 5d., had been taken away, 
His watch and chain were taken from the 
vest in his bedroom, and an overcoat was 
taken from the hall. On Saturday, July 14, 
witness was driving in his trap down Ferry- 
quay street, Derry, and identified the accused 
man as one of the men who had raided his 
house. 

Mr. Scott, solicitor (for accused man), 
asked the witness to remove his spectacles, 
and on doing so handed him a newspaper 
and inquired if he could read the headline 
across the top of the page. 

Witness said that he could not read it with- 
out his glasses, and added that he saw the 
accused man in Derry at an auction.two days 
before the raid. ‘ 

Corroborative evidence was 
Brown. 

Mr. Scott said that the defence was an 
absolute denial of the cuarge. He was pre- 
pared, if necessary, to take the rather vn- 
usual course at that stage of examining the 
accused man, in order that the nolice might 
investigate his movements on the night of 
the occurrence. :

Those who have a gramaphone at com- 
mand wil] find it a good plan, if they are 
trying to get a better understanding of the 
orchestra, to obtain records, such as are 
published by the chief record-issuing com- 
panies, which demonstrate the tones and 
ranges of the several instruments of the 
orchestra. The Columbia Company, for 
instance, has issued lately a pair of 
records on which the demonstration has 
been recorded by the new “ electrical ”’ 
processes, yielding in reproduction, per- 
fectly faithful’ sounds, as if the instru- 
ments themselves were played in the 
listener's presence. 


MINIATURE SCORES. 


Musicians, if they are ready to take the 
trouble to get some understanding of the 
methods used in the preparation of an 
orchestral “ score’’—that is, the book or 
set of pages containing the complete 
notation of the music for the whole 
collection of instruments engaged—find 
the interest of performances enhanced 
when they can study what the composer 
has written. Most of the classical works 
for orchestra, and many modern composi- 
tions also. now can be had in “ miniature 
score’’ form. These miniatures, some- 
thing near pocket size, usually are cheap, 
and they are convenient for taking to the 
concert hall, or for holding in the hand or 
placing on the table beside the listen>r 
during a radio or gramaphone perfor- 
mance. 

The gramaphone is of special use in the 
study, and enjoyment of orchestral music, 
because it enables one to repeat key 
passages till they are grasped by the mind, 
and to acquire more than a general sense 


finally. settled whem Rome decided in 
favour of Canterbury. The distinction is 
enshrined in the difference between the 
proper styles of the two Archbishops, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury being the 
“Primate of All England’’ and the 
Archbishop of York being “Primate of 
England.”’ This is a distinction with a 
veal difference. 


ARMAGH AND DUBLIN. 


A similar distinction and. a similar 
difference of style exist in the Church of 
Ireland between the Archbishops of 
Armagh and Dublin, the former being 
styled the “ Primate of All Ireland,” the 
Jatter-the “Primate of Ireland.” The 
reasoh is a similar dispute for precedence 
in this country, although the circum- 
stances were entirely different. Here the 
Primatial See is beyond question the more 
ancient ; for, whatever be the exact date of 
its foundation, it was certainly centuries 
old when the See of Dublin was founded 
in the eleventh century. For the first 
century of its existence Dublin was not 
an arehbishopric at all. There was a 
succession of four bishops in the See 
before the fifth was raised to the dignity 
of an archbishop in 1152. 


DANISH DUBLIN. 


The beginning of the rivalry between 
the Sees of Armagh and Dublin arose 
from the fact that Dublin was a Danish 
city, with a foreign population. Dublin 
was one of the Danish thorns in the side 
of Celtic Ireland, which ever resented 
this racial intrusion. The lion and the 
Jamb never could lie down in peace 
together, and the friction between the two 
Archbishops is but the reflection of tne 
friction between the races. 

One result of this hostile feeling was 
that the Bishops of Dublin did not pro- 
ceed to Armagh for their consecration by 
the Irish Primate. They were, instead, 
consecrated at Canterbury by the English 
—or, rather, Norman—archbishops, to 
whom they swore canonical obedience. 
This naturally meant that the See of 
Dublin assumed an English orientation, 
and tended to drift farther away from the 
native Celtic Church. It meant also an 
ecclesiastical imperiur: in imperio, which 
was very galling to native sentiment in 
general and to the Archbishops of Armagh 
in particular, 


A PRIMATIAL INVASION. 


Matters drifted on in this uphappy way 
for almost a century until, on the death 
of Bishop Samuel O’Haingly of Dublin, 
in 1121, the Archbishop of Arinagh tried 
to assert his supremacy by main force. 
Acting on the time-honoured maxim that 
possession is nine-tenths of the law, he 
invaded the See of Dublin, seized Christ 
Church Cathedral, and hoped in this way 
to drive out the ecclesiastical invader. 

. The assertion of spiritual authority by 
physical force has a way of defeating its 
own end, and to this the case of Dublin 
afforded no exception. The Danish 
citizens, strongly resenting the intrusion, 
rése and turned out of their city the Jrish 
Primate and his clergy. They proz2e1~! 
to elect one of themselves as dishop, and, 
having selected Gregory, they despatched 
him to Canterbury for consecration, with 
a letter in which they say that “the 
bishops of Ireland entertain a very creat 
jealousy against us, and, most of all, cne 
who resides in Armagh, because we are 
unwilling to submit to their ordination.” 
This Gregory subsequently became the 
first Archbishop of Dubl.n. 


AN ATTEMPTED SETTLEMENT. 


It was most desirable that this sore, 
which threatened to become chronic, 
should be healed, and that so great a 
scandal should not be allowed to recur. 
Accordingly, in 1152, the Pope sent as his 
Legate to Ireland Cardinal Paparo to com- 
pose the differences and to organise the 
Church on a better basis. At a Synod 
held at Kells the whole organisation of 
the Church was remodelled; four arch- 
bishoprics were established and the 
Primacy vested in Armagh. Thus, while 
the Bishop of Dublin gained in dignity, 
his Province yielded precedence to 
Armagh. It is, however, one thing to 
make a settlement and another thing to 
carry that settlement into effect. The 
rivalries of Ireland were not so easily 


and bungalows having been erected since 
the end of the Great War. 

While I am quite sure that the 
Electricity Supply Board is preparing 
plans. which will ultimately make my 
correspondent reasonably happy, I can 
quite understand his concern that there 
should be no further avoidable delay in 
rectifying one of the strangest anomalies 
in Dublin’s suburban development.

But that is a technical matter on which 
I hesitate even to make a suggestion. The 
important thing is that there should be 
no further delay. 


Provincial Telephones. 


If there is anything more annoying 
than the impossibility of getting tele- 
phone messages from Dublin through 
after 7 or 8 o'clock in the evening, or on 
Sundays, to important provincial towns, 
it is to find oneself outside the door of a 
country exchange, and forbidden to uso 
the instrument which lies idle inside. 
Only the other evening I tried to get an 
urgent message through from an exchange 
less than 15 .miles from Dublin. The 
operator was adamant; so I had to motor 
three or four miles to ‘‘ make contact.’’ 

A friend of mine likewise found himself 
stranded on Sunday in a country town 
from which he could neither telegraph 
nor telephone until Monday morning. 
although serious family illness was 
involved. Real as my sympathies are for 
over-worked post office staffs, and great as 
my appreciation is of the courtesy and 
efficiency of telephone operators, I do 
protest that the “ wire,” by some means 
or other, should be made available for 24 
hours every day, and for 365 days every 
vear. The extra cost could not be very 
formidable, and -it should be fully 
recouped from the additional popularity 
and the increased revenue which would 
accrue.

When Sir Thomas Beecham has formed 
his new London orchestra we shall be 
able to hear it by means of the grama- 
phone, and, doubtless, by radio also, i 
we have the necessary —— 

A great range of classical music— 
everything that the student of orchestral 
music feels that he ought ‘to know—1s 
covered in the gramaphone record cata- 
logues, along with a great amount of 
modern music, which, because of its com- 
plexity and its requirements of large and 
peculiar orchestral forces, is not likely to 
be performed outside the great centres of 
music. Similarly, wireless broadcasting 
brings this music, classical and modern, 
within our ken, and enables us to study 
it in a way that was not possible formerly. 

The new methods of reproduction of 
musica} performances, however, must be 
regarded always as no more than means of 
study and preparation for a real listening. 
We listen to these substitutes always in 
the hope of hearing, eventually, an actual 
performance at which we shall be present. 
Gramaphone performances suffer from the 
fact that almost every orchestral work has 
to be chopped into sections which will fit 
the ordinary capacity of one side of a 
record, and between the sections there 
occurts the inevitable pause for turning or 
changing the record, and probably also 
for fitting a fresh needle and re-winding 
the motor spring. Radio reproduction is 
deficient in whole series of sound 
vibrations, so that the result, as compared 
with direct hearing, is in the nature of a 
flat picture compared with a stereoscopic 
or natural view 


CONCERT HALL “ ATMOSPHERE.” 


In the concert hall we have much else 
that is lost in radio and in gramaphone 
reproduction. Acoustically, there is the 
direct impingement on the nerves of 
thousands of vibrations, which the micro-

ANOTHER ROUND AT THE CITY 
COUNCIL. 


The Belfast Corporation has gained an 
unenviable reputation for lack of digni- 
fied procedure at its meetings. Time after 
time its deliberations are marred by un- 
seemly squabblings and _ recriminations, 
and uncomplimentary personal references 
frequently serve as argument. Several of 
the councillors seem to revel in this kind 
of thing if they do not get their own sweet 
way, and, while these incidents occasion- 
ally provide themes for amusement, they 
do not serve the interests of the city. The 
wordy fight is continued from one meeting 
to another, and, although recrettable, it 
was not surprising that another round 
took place at the special meeting on 
Tnesday. It was called to consider the 
appointment of a yentleman to the 
position of city surveyor and engineer at 
a salary of £2,000 per year, and Mr. 
Ronald Buchan Donald, an applicant 
eminently qualified for the position, was 
recommended by the special committee 
and chosen for the job. 

Mr. Donald’s nationality is enshrined 
in his name, and _ several members, 
including Mr. Thomas Henderson, M.P., 
accused the electors of favouritism, the 
opinion being expressed that ‘‘ it was the 
intention from beginning to end not to 
give an Irishman an opportunity of 
getting any of these jobs. A _ heated 
scene followed, and Councillor Pierce. 
referring to the deputation which 
travelled to England to interview the 
applicants, introduced a Gilbertian touch 
by declaring that he sat on the 
Donaghadee pier when the horn of the 
Liverpool boat blew ten minutes con- 
tinuously for the ' Big Six ” going away 
for the man who had been appointed. A 
motion to interview local candidates was 
defeated, and there was much excitement 
and confusion, the Lord Mayor’s ruling 
for order being unheeded. 

The Lord Mayor has done all in his 
power to lift the Corporation out of the 
mess into which it was allowed to 
flounder, and it is ungenerous to question 
his absolute integrity and ‘honesty of 
purpose. His position is unassailable. 
He has determined at all costs to purify 
the administration of civic affairs, and 
thus restore the sadly-shaken confidence 
of the electorate in their governing body. 
No comment is here offered to the merits 
of the present dispute, but it may be 
safely presumed that Sir William Turner 
and his supporters have acted in accord- 
ance with what they think to be the best 
interests of the Northern capital.

OUTDOO? R:LIEF PUZZLE. 


The situation created by the refusal of 
the Belfast Board of Guardians to con- 
tinue the granting of outdoor relief to 
unemployed able-bodied men is rapidly 
developing into a first-class crisis. 
Readers of this column should be well 
acquainted with the facts of the case. In 
consequence of the abnormal depression 
in industry, special provision had to be 
made for men who were not qualified to 
receive the ‘‘dole’’ from one cause or 
another, since otherwise they and their 
families would be faced with starvation :

Government, Clause 13 of the Local 
Government Act of 1898. which deals with 
such cases, was put into operation.

There is the “ atmosphere ”’ 
of the concert hall, breathing excitement 
and concentration; there is the associa- 
tion, with the sounds, of many things 
seen, such as the alert attitude and intense 
application of the performers, the move- 
ment of arms and hands, and the play of 
light on shining instruments. There is 
the evidence of the conductor's personal 
direction of his large and complex force ;

effect. There is the mental and physical—- 
one should say, perhaps, the nervous— 
sense of companionship with the rest of 
the audience in tense appreciation of 
music, which every member of the 
orchestra has power to mar or make 
marvellous for ws. 

The way to listen to an orchestra is to 
listen directly in its presence, with full 
view of conductor and players. If, in 
addition, one is equipned with some know 
ledge of the constitution of the orchestra 
and the purpose of its several parts, and 
also some acquaintance with the form and 
the content of the music to be performed, 
then, as a rule. so much the better. 
There have been times when one wished 
it were all a delightful mystery ; but, on 
the whole, it is true to say that, though 
ignorance can be bliss, to be wise enables 
the listener to traverse many more avenues 
of enjoyment.

The Lithuanians had made this famous 
old town their capital, and for many 
months the Poles waged a determined 
battle of diplomacy in order to win 
it from their neighbours. Just about this 
time the Italian poet d’Annunzio had 
seized the town of Fiume, which after- 
wards was annexec to Italy. A reckless 
Polish soldier, named General Zeligowski, 
decided that he, too, would take the law 
into his own and promptly 
gathered a detachment of Polish troops 
under his banner, marched into Vilna, 


hands, 


and solemnly took possession of it in the 
name of the Volish Republic. The 
Lithuanians appealed immediately to the 
League of Nations, with the result that 
the usual Commission was appointed to 
investigate the matter. In the mean- 
while the Poles had consolidated their 
position in Vilna, and, although feeble 
attempts were made to persuade them to 
leave the town, they still are there, and 
are likely to remain. 

The League acquiesced in the accom- 
plished fact, and Vilna became a Polish 
town; but the Lithvanians have refused 
stubbornly to surrender their claims to 
their forfeited capital. During the last 
six or seven years there have been no 
dealings between the two countries. There 
have been no postal or telegraphic com- 
munications; no trains have crossed the 
frontier, and the two States have been 
in a condition of suspended war. At the 
beginning of the present year a meeting 
was arranged between Marshal Pilsudski, 
the Polish Dictator, the youth- 
ful Professor Valdemaras, Lithuania's 
Premier. There was a dramatic scene, in 
the course of which Pilsudski offered his 
young opponent the choice between peace 
and war, and, after a great deal of talk, 
Professor Valdemaras decided to accept a 
Since the conference, 
however, nothing has been done, and the 
squabbles between Warsaw 
and Kovno are a source of much anxiety 
to the other States of North-Eastern 
Furope. Germany and Russia, each in her 
own way, have been trying to bring about 
a settlement, but so far without the least 
success. The Russians naturally are in- 
clined to support the Lithuanians, and 
have gone so far as to suggest that Ger- 
many’s efforts to bring about a settle- 
ment are part and parcel of a western 
plot against the Soviets. In the mean- 
while armed bands are roaming about the 
frontier to the terror of law-abiding folk.

The Canadian Harvest. 


Canada requires for the gathering of 
this year’s crops great numbers of 
harvesters beyond those that her resident 
population can supply. On Wednesday Mr. 
L. S, Amery, Secretary of State: for the 
Dominions, announced “in the House of 
Commons that a scheme for the sending 
to Canada of 10,000 British migrant 
harvesters had been arranged. Volunteers 
for the Canadian harvest fields would be 
submitted to civil and medica] examina- 
tion. Those accepted would be charged 
onlv half-fare on the outward and home- 
ward voyage. Every migrant would 
receive a free grant of £5 from the 
British Government, and a loan of £10 
from the shipping companies. This meant 
that he would require to find only £19 in 
all, including repayment of the loan. He 
could expect to earn from £24 to £40 
for the season’s work, over and above his 
keep. The railway companies undertook 
to seek to find him permanent employment, 
should he desire to remain in Canasla. 
The latest date for sailing would be 
August 18th. Volunteers, who ‘would be 
men capable of heavy work, would be |. 
recruited chiefly from the mining 
districts; and the arrangements 
been framed in such a manner that no 
migrants will remain stranded in the 
None will be left in Canada 
save those who are satisfied with such 
employment as is found for them. The 
scheme will enable emigrants to acquaint 
themselves with Dominion conditions 
before they commit themselves to life in a 
strange land. It is likely that thousands 
of men will settle in the Dominion who, 
but for this non-committal, assisted trip, 
never would have left their native shores. 
Canada thus has the means to recruit her 
population with a well-tested, circumspect 
tvpe of worker, drawn from the mother 
country. <A migratory system under whick 
labour is carried across the ocean and half- 
way across a continent for seasonal work 
reminds us of the relative contraction 
of the globe brought about by modern 
transport. When the railway that is to 
connect the Prairie Provinces with a great 
new port on Hudson Bay is complete, the 
journey from England to the Canadian 
harvest fields will be made yet more 
swiftly and cheaply. Perhaps, in future 
years an arrangement between the Free 
State Government and the transport com- 
panies will open Canada to migrant 
labour from those bleak Irish counties 
that now send thousands of men every 
year to the crops of Scotland. 
Fundamentally, however, periodic migra- 
tion is an unnatural system. It can 
flourish only where, as in the English

War Pensions. 


The British Government’s proposals for 
the stabilisation of war pensions will be 
welcomed heartily by a large number of 
Irish ex-Service men. As Major Tryon 
.announced in the House of Commons, on 
Tuesday, the Government has decided to 
stabilise war pensions and treatment 
allowances at the 1919 rates, which are 
those now in force. This decision abolishes 
any danger that the rates may be lowered 
in accordance with any fall in the cost of 
living. Furthermore, it does not exclude 
the possibility that the rates may be 
raised if at any time the cost of living, 
estimated on a three years’ average, should 
rise above the 1919 level. Ex-Service men 
now have the comfortable assurance that 
the scale of the disability pension will not 
be varied to their detriment. In the ten 
years since the Armistice the British 
Government will have spent no less than 
£787,000,000 in war pensions, and its 
present expenditure is £57,000,000 a year. 
During the same period, although they put 
larger armies into the field, France will 
have spent £450,000,000 and Germany 
about £350,000,000. If the Government

MERGER DEFENDED IN COMMONS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Commander Ayres-Monsell, Chief’ Govern- 
ment Whip, formally moved the adjourn- 
ment of the House, to permit. discussion of 
the proposed wireless merger. 

Mr. W. Baker (Labour, East Bristol), 
who raised the question, gave details of 
many transactions in Marconi and Allied 
shares at the time when the merger was 
mooted, and he invited the Government to 
inquire into these matters. — Hé alleged 
that shares of the Canadian Marconi Com- 
pany were purchased at 4s. 2d. by a trust 
in which Sir Robert Kindersley was in- 
terested, and were now quoted at about 
30s. He believed that \lazard Brothers 
was the mind which conceived the.merger, 
and Sir Robert Kindersley was chairman 
and managing director of this company. 

He contended that there had been a 
definite campaign of newspaper, insurance, 
financial and banking interests very 
cleverly conducted, in order to force the 
Government to surrender its beam 
services, and so rob the Empire of one of 
its greatest potential assets. Recalling 
Lord Wolmer’s statement that the Post 
Office would be more efficiently conducted 
lí In private hands, he remarked that Ear] 
Selborne, Lord 'Wolmer’s father, was 
chairman of the Telegraphic Construction 
and Maintenance Company, which owned 
two-thirds of the shares of two companies 
in the merger.

The Postmaster-General, who, as a 
Scotsman, has some consideration for 
logic and honesty, if he was free to give 
his opinion on this report,. would say 
that it was the biggest ramp that has 
ever been taken by any Government, said 
Mr. Hartie (Labour, Springburn). Under- 
lying the report was a concentrated effort 
on the part of forces regulated by the 
cable companies, who saw that beam wire- 
less must show greater development under 
the State than under private enterprise.

Captain Courtney, who set out on Wed- 
nesday to fly from the Azores to New- 
foundland, was forced to come down in 
the Atlantic, but was rescued by the 
American liner Minnewaska, which found 
the seaplane in 42.27 North latitude, 
59.05 West longitude. 

The seaplane’s wireless apparatus was 
undamaged by the descent upon the water, 
and was immediately utilised to send out 
S.O.S. messages, giving the approximate 
position of the aircraft.

Thereafter the air was thick for hours 
with wireless reports of vessels rushing to 
the rescue of the airman and his three 
companions. In New York, according to 
a Reuter message, all the afternoon 
papers had huge ‘ribbon’ headlines, 
such as “ Ships rush to four fliers in the 
sea,’’ across their front pages, testifying 
to the remarkable public interest which 
was taken there in the search. 


ANXIETY IN NEW YORK. 
As evening approached, and there was 
no news of the fliers being found, a note 
oi anxiety began to make itself felt. Four 
Jiners—the Minnewaska, the Cedric, the 
Celtic and the Colombus—were speeding 
to’ Captain Courtney’s assistance, while 
the. President Hayes reported that she 
had already reached the position given by 
Captain Courtney in his distress signals 
and was searching for the seaplane. 
Three hours later, however, no word had 
been received that the search had met with 
success. 
The Cedric was not much further from 
the landing place of the seaplane than 
the President Hayes, and was also scour- 
ing the waters in search of the missing 
airmen. 
The New York papers referred 
sympathetically to the succession of dis- 
appointments and misfortunes which have 
affected the success of Captain Courtney’s 
endeavour to fly the Aflantic.

CONFLICTING VIEWS OF 
RESCUE PARTY.

MOSCOW, Thursduy. 
Professor Vise, the leader of the Polar 
relief expedition on board the Soviet 
ice-breaker Malyguin, and the aviator 
Babushkin, arrived here to-day to report 
to the rescue committee. 
Professor Vise said that he felt sure that 
Captain Amundsen and his companions 
were still alive, and he believed that they 
had landed in a region where both bears 
and reindeers were to be found. With his 
expert knowledge of Polar conditions, a 
man like Captain Amundsen could easily 
keep alive, not only for a month, but for 
a whole year. 
The position of the Alessandri party was 
different, as it was composed .of men 
unacquainted with Polar conditions. 
Nevertheless, they had firearms, and they 
ought to be able to exist for a considerable 
time. 
On the other hand, M. Babushkin was 
of opinion that Captain Amundsen was 
dead, because he believed that the Latham 
seaplane came down on the water during 
a storm and that its occupants were 
drowned.

Armed with six new arsenic compounds 
as his chief weapons, Dr. W. K. Stratman 
Thomas; the 28-year-old research pharma- 
cologist at the University of Wisconsin, is 
sailing to-day for the Congo to engage in 
a battle with sleeping sickness, the disease 
which has baffled scientists for more than 
two hundred years. 
With Dr. Thomas will be associated Dr. 
Chesterman, the representative at Stanloy- 
ville in the Belgian Congo of the British 
Royal Society of Tropical Medicine. An 
area of more than one million square miles 
in and around the Congo, where the 
disease claims over 100,000 lives yearly, 
will be the field on which the fight will be 
waged against the blood-sucking tsetse fly. 
Some three thousand natives are to be 
enlisted as subjects for experiments. 
The exvedition is being financed by the 
John Simon Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation.

The prolonged period of intense heat 
and drought, not experienced for more 
than a century, which has caused serious 
damage to crops in many parts of Italy, 
has revived the ancient rites of rain- 
making in the Trentino district. For two 
months the thermometer has not regis- 
tered less than ninety in the shade. — 

In order to invoke rain, the populace in 
the Fiumme Valley, led by the priests, 
organised a huge procession—women and 
children and peasants marching from the 
most- remote spots to Cavalese, where, by 
order of the ecclesiastical authorities, the 
statue of Madonna of Sorrows was taken 
from its sanctuary. . 

According to religious statutes, 
image may only be removed every 
years in.times of great distress. After 
solemn ceremonies and discourses, the 
statute was paraded through the streets, 
while the people prayed for rain. 

The. intense heat has also caused 
numerous forest fires, while deaths from 
sunstroke and bathing accidents are 
increasing. According to records kept by 
the Carmelite Fathers at Rome, the 
Eternal City has experienced recently the 
hottest days for two hundred years.

THE PROSECUTLON OF 
TORAL.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

The Attorney-General, Senor Nieto, 

who is supervising the prosecution of 
Toral, to-day issued a statement declaring 
that Toral and the group of individuals 
who, directly or indirectly, participa 
in the murder of General Obregon, belong 
to a terrorist organisation, headed by the 
Mother Superior, Maria Concepcion, and 
that this organisation resembles the 
Russian Nihilists or the Italian associa- 
tions formed to attempt the life of Signor 
Mussolini. He also stated that President 
Calles wants the affair to receive wide 
publicity, and the Press of the world will 
receive all facilities as evidence of the 
desire to sift the case thoroughly. He 
intimated that it was the intention to 
hold a private conference with Tora] in 
order to find means to compel him to dis- 
close the whole truth, because, in spite 
of his protestations on behalf of the 
Church, he had not told all. 
At San Angel, where Toral is being 
tried in the Court of First Instance for 
the assassination of General Obregon, the 
judicial investigation was continued ves- 
terday in a leisurely manner, and other 
prisoners and a number of witnesses, who 
included Toral’s parents, the widowed 
mother of Manuel Trejo, who supplied 
Toral with the pistol, and the Sister 
Concepcion, Mother Superior of Espirito 
Santo Convent, either assented to state- 
ments previously made to the police or 
were examined, but there was no fresh 
disclosure of any significance. 
The indications are that the line of 
defence for Toral will be that of insanity, 
but Senor Nieto, prosecuting counsel, 
said during the hearing that, while Toral 
might be described as an “ exalted’”’ 
person, he was not a lunatic. He also 
made the significant remark that he 
believed that Toral’s attitade™ conterning 
the crime had changed, and that a further 
statement from him might bring to light 
a fuller version of his motives than he 
hal given yet. 

“The Catholic Episcopate,”’ which is 
the recognised bead of strategy dor the 
Roman Catholic Church, has sent a letter 
to President Calles vigorously protesting 
against the suggested indictment of the 
entire Church, which comprises 90 per 
cent. of the Mexican population, for the 
act of one or more isolated members. 


CONVICT WHO MADE 
GOOD. 


NEGRO REPAYS THE MAN 
HE ROBBED.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
A negro convict, named George W. 
Davis, who was sentenced in 1914 to serve 
fifteen years in the Maryland State Peni- 
tentiary for a “hold-up” and shooting a 
policeman, and who has just been released 
on parole by Governor Ritchie a year 
before the expiry of his term, has achieved 
a remarkable record during his imprison- 
ment. 
Entering the prison with a limited 
education, Davis studied assiduously and 
completed a correspondence course in law. 
He patented a petrol motor invention, 
accumulated sayings of about 1,800 dollars 
(£360), and repaid the man he robbed. He 


also rendered valuable service to the 
warden when another prisoner tried to 
escape. 


Davis intends, immediately after his re- 
lease, to sit for the Federal Bar examina- 
tion at Washington, and if he passes will 
be entitled to practice in any Federal 
court.

A JAPANESE VICTORY,

AMSTERDAM, Thursday. 

Finland, Japan, Sweden and Germany 
shared the chief athletic events in the 
Olympic Games to-day. Neither the 
Union Jack nor the Stars and Stripes 
flew in honour of any achievent. 

Larva, who is the counterpart of Nurmi 
over a mile, took the 1,500 Metres from 
the famous Frenchman, Ladoumegue, in 
the last fifty yards, giving a magnificent 
finish. The Frenchman made his effort a 
little too early, but the pace was probably 
forced upon him by the Finn, who gave 
another display of that wonderful 
stamina, which had made his compatriots 
the envy of athletes the world over. 

Cyril Ellis ran second at the start, but 


just after the end of the first lap 
Wichmann,. coming up on the inside, 
passed ‘him, and Ellis appeared to 
stumble. From this time onwards he 
never recovered, and at the end of the 


second lap he had dropped back behind 
Purje Krause (Germany) and Wichmann. 
He made an effort in the last lap, and 
went to fourth, but his reserve was too 
severely tried, and he finally finished at 
fifth. 
JAPAN’S SUN IN THE ASCENDENT. 
For the first time during the Games, 
the Rising Sun of Japan flew at the mast- 
head in honour of Oda, the Japanese Hop. 
Step and Jump winner, who cleared 15.21 
metres just a fraction short of 49ft. 1lin. 
This effort, however, is over a foot short 


of T. Winter's world record of 50ft. 
lljin., made in Paris in 1924. Winter 
to-dav failed in disappointing style, his 
best jump being 14.15 metres. or 46ít. 
Sáin. 

EMPIRE FAILURES. 

Another Australian, Stanley Lay, also 
failed to fulfil expectations, his best 
javelin throw ranking only = seventh. 
Lundovist, the Swede, set a very high 


standard in the first throw of the after- 


noon with an Olympic record of 66.60 
“metres, but this was considerably below 
Lay’s spear of 222ft. Qin. at Stamford 


Bridge a month ago, and it was expected 
that the New Zealander would improve 
on this. Lay. however. failed, with 62.89 
metres, or about 206ft. A remarkable 
fact about this event was that Penttila 
the world’s record holder, who has thrown 
229ft.. was only sixth with 207ft. 6in. 
WOMAN RECORD-BREAKER. 
Probably the greatest achievement 
the afternoon was Frau Radke’s world 
record of 2 mins. 16 4-5 secs.. with which 
she ran the 800 Metres. As Fraulein 
Batschauer, Frau Radke made the pre- 
vious world’s record for this distance at 
Breslau last year, with 2 mins. 23 4-5 
secs., but to-day she clipped exactly 7 
secs. off this. It was a splendid run. and 
she finished with plenty of strength in 
hand. 
Miss Hitomi ran straight from the start 
for the inside position and took the lead. 
but at the end of the first lap she had 
dropped to fifth. Going round the bend 
into the back straight she made her final 
effort and crept up to second place, but 
was not strong enough seriously to: chal- 
lenge the German, who ran on and 
finished very fresh. Miss Hitomi seemed 
to be all out, but, with a great display of 
pluck, she lost by only two yards. 


LIDDELL MISSED.

From the British standpoint, the 
absence of that great Scottish quarter- 


miler, Eric Liddell, was a great misfor- 
tune. The first two rounds of the 400 
Metres, which took up most of the track 
events programme, were responsible for 
the elimination of three of the four 
British runners, and to-morrow only 
J. W. J. Rinkel will represent Great 
Britain in the final. J. A. T. Hanlon, 
the Portsmouth runnér, was the first to 
get out, the finishing burst of Jackson, 
of France, and Schmidt, of Germany, 
being too much for him. 

In addition to Rinkel, Leigh-Wood and 
Green entered the second round, in which 
Green was extremely unfortunate to be 
beaten. He ran with great resolution and 
appeared to have finished second, but, 
after a discussion, the judges decided that 
the Frenchman, Krotoff, had thrown him- 
self on to the tape a fraction of a second 
before the Englishman. Wood was more 
decisively beaten by Barsi, of Hungary. 
Rinkel was not hard pressed in his heat 
when he finished second to Storz, another 
strong Teutonic runner, who led the 
Englishman at the tape by 5 feet. The 
Empire’s hopes in this event now rest, 
apart from Rinkel, on the Canadians, 
Phil Edwards (a negro), A. Wilson and 


J. Ball, and it is considered that the 
Dominion has a great chance of com- 


pleting a splendid treble by adding this 
race to the 100 and 200 Metres already 
won by Williams. 


WITH THE IRISH TEAM.

(From OuR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 
AMSTERDAM, July 31. 
To-day has given probably the best day’s 
sport ever seen at the Olympic Games. Four 
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showing respectable form, none oí them suc- 
ceeded in passing to the next round. The 
first in action was Anglim, our long jumper. 
Out of his three jumps, his best to be marked 
was 22ft. 4ins., a much better jump being 
unmeasured on account of a transgression at 
the take-off. Anglim jumped quite well, and, 
no doubt, learned much by his observation of 
the jumpers among whom he found himself. 
The winner, E. B. Ham, of the United States, 
established an Olympic récord, being only 
some five inches behind Hubbard's world 
record. Hubbard himself made a show, 
fouling one jump, running through another, 
and failing to qualify for the next round with 
his third. First and third places went to the 
Americans—Ham and Bates, Cator, of Hait, 
separating them in second place, This. seems 
to be an event which is tending to become 
the property of the coloured races. 

In the 110 metres hurdles our representa- 
tive, A. E. Clark, met strong opponents in J. 
Anderson, of the United States, and E, 
Wennstrom, of Switzerland. He failed to 
qualify for the second round in a heat in 
which the time was 15 secs.; but he had the 
distinction of being the only competitor im 
the race who did not bring down a hurdle. 
Both rounds of the hurdles gave very exciting 
races. In the first round Weightman-Smith, 
of South Africa, won his heat in 14 4-5 secs., 
while in the second round he did it in 14 3-5, 
thereby establishing a world’s record. Lord 
Bareilly ran second in his first heat, but 
failed to qualify in the next round. 

THE 200 METRES. 

There was no less than fifteen heats in the. 
first round of the 200 metres. Our,represen- 
tatives were Sean Lavan and L, Cullen. 
Lavan was unfortunate in being drawn 
against his old opponent, Scholtz, of the United 
States, who won the heat in 22 1-5 secs., with 
Adams. of Canada, second. Lavan ran strong 
and well, but failed to qualify. Cullen ran 
an excellent race for a young runner—the 
best. indeed, he has run yet—and finished 
third to Kugeloerg, of Sweden, and Degrelle, 
of France, the time being 22 2-5 secs. He 
finished strongly, beating Frangoulis, of 
Greece, for third place, which, however, did 
not gualify him for a further round. Our 
immediate interest in the 200 metres came to 
an end with the defeat of our representatives ; 
hut the finals, which came later in the day, 
had some well fought finishes. Schuller, of 
Germany, a very good runner, had an easy 
vietory over Cummings, of the United States, 
in 22 secs. Paddock, who seems as strong 
as when he won at Antwerp eight years ago, 
beat Hugelberg in 21 4-5 secs. Paddock, by 
the wav, has developed a new and peculiar 
stvle. As he runs he claws the air with 
his open hands, making motions like those of 
a dog swimming. The style is not pretty, 
but he ‘* gets there.” 

WILLIAMS’S WONDERFUL RUNNING. 

Scholtz also won his heat in 21 4-5 secs., 
leading Rangeley, who ran with great ease, 
and made no attempt to do more than 
qualify. Curiously enough, the most interest- 
ing race of the whole series was for 
place, not for first: In the last heat of 
the second round were four of the hottest 
sprinters—Carlton, of Australia ; Borah, of the 
United States; Kornig, of Germany, and 
Williams, of Canada, yesterday's youthful 
winner of the 100 metres. Twenty yards from 
the tape Kornig was leading Borah by 3 
couple of yards, with Williams as far behind 
Borak. Then Williams made a supreme effort, 
and never has one seen & man take more 
out of himself than Williams did in the last 
ten yards, passing Borah and qualifying for 
the next round. The time of the race was 
21 3-5 secs. 

T. G. LOWE’S GREAT ACHIEVEMENT. 

Exciting as were some of these rounds, the 
event of the day, and not only of the day, 
hut of the Games and probably of many 
Games, was the 800 metres, in which Douglas 
Lowe, of England, gained a dramatic an‘ 
popular victory. Lowe was the only English- 
mar in the race and he had to meet three 
Americans—Hahn, Fuller and Watson; the 
Swede, Byhen; the German, Engelhard ; 
Edwards, of Canada, and two Frenchman, 
Martin, who recently made a world’s record 
at the distance, and Keller. He drew inside 
position and at once took the lead, soon 
to surrender it to Hahn. Keeping well in he 
ian second or third place during the rest of 
the first lap, which was rather slow—about 
55 seconds. Edwards ran outside him all the 
way. After the ring of the bell Hahn began 
to make a faster pace, hut Lowe held him 
without pressing until begining the last bend. 
He then made his effort, and when the group 
appeared in the home straight Lowe was 
leading by a yard or two. He then forged 
ahead, increasing his lead at every pace, to 
win by what seemed an immense gap, but )s 
officially stated to be seven yards. So amazing 
was his finish that few but the judges took 
any notices of how the others finished. Byhen 
was secund, and Engelhard third. Lowes 
time—1 min. 51 4-5 secs.—establishes an 
Olympic record. ° 

The excitement and enthusiasm of the 
spectators knew no bounds. An interesting 
raee had been expected, but none had looked 
to find any runner who could out-distance 
in such masterly fashion eight of the greatest 
half-mile runners in the world. Lowe's 
personal popularity added to the enthusiasm, 
for there is no other athlete alive who by 
his sportsmanship, his courtesy and his per- 
formance, commands such general affection. 
Nowhere, not even among his compatriots, 
was Lowe's victory more warmly received

IN CONNEMARA. 


SHOCKING HOUSING 
CONDITIONS. 
BOARD OF HEALTH’S 
STRONG PROTEST,

Members of the County Galway Board of 
Health, accompanied by the Very Rev. T. A. 
Canon McAlinney, B.D., P.P., Spiddal; Dr. 
Sexton, médical officer, Spiddal, and Dr. Sean 
Tubridy, T.D., Bealdangan, visited the im- 
poverished costal districts of Connemara on 
Tuesday, and saw for themselves the housing 
and other conditions that make typhus fever 
virtually endemic in the area. | 

Members were appalled with what they 
saw, and, at a meeting held in the Hotel of 
the Isles, Lettermullen, in the evening, stron 
protests were entered against the inaction o 
the Government, notwithstanding the report 
of the Gaeltacht Commission, and it was 
decided that the whole matter should be con- 
sidered at the meeting of the Galway County 
Council on Wednesday next, and a strong 
delegation to Leinster House formed. 

Dr. Michael Davitt, physician to the 
Galway Central Hospital, came in for some 
criticism for a letter written to the Press 
without, as was stated, consultation or 
authorisation from the Board of Health. 

A PLAGUE SPOT. 

Canon McAlinney, the Chairman, in pro- 


i posing a vote of thanks to the Press for the 


publicity that it had given the outbreak, 
ointed out that the Minister for Agriculture 
had declared at Galway that Connemara was 
the one black spot in the Saorstat adminis- 
tration, yet not a hand was now being lifted 
to ameliorate conditions that produced a 
plague spot iu the islands and seacoast of 
Cois Fhairrge. 

Mr. Eamonn Corbett, Chairman of the 
Galway County Council, said that the out- 
break of typhus that had once more occurred 
at Gorumna represented a condition of things 
that was not permitted to occur in any 
country in Europe to-day outside Turkey. 
Jie had heard it said that dirt and want of 
cleanliness were the causes that produced 
this horrible disease. In passing through the 
houses that day they had witnessed a cleanli- 
ness that was marvellous when one had regard 
to the conditions in which the people lived. 
These conditions recalled the famine times 
and Black '47, and they made one marvel 
how the Celtic race had survived in these 
parts. It was a poor tribute to the language 
that they were left here in poverty, starva- 
tion and misery, without a decent house to 
live in, and under conditions that would not 
ba permitted to obtain in any civilised 
country in the world. So long as these con- 
ditions were permitted to obtain, “typhus 
would recur. 

“] agree,” he said, ‘‘ that it may be an 
excellent thing to bring tourists and others 
into the country; but we are not here to 
cater for the wants of those people. Our 
first duty is to see after the poor, and par- 
ticularly those poor who are exposed to such 
conditions, and whatever leaning we might 
have in trying to bring as many tourists 
into the country as we can, that is only a 
secondary consideration compared with the 
lives and welfare of the people of Conne- 
mara.” 

‘‘ Personally I think—and I am sure the 
others here agree with me—that it was very 
bad taste on the part of an officiai of the 
County Galway Board of Health to criticise, 
through the medium of the public Press, the 
Board which is the public health authority 
in the county because it exposed this typhus 
and the conditions of misery and squalour 
prevailing here that gave rise to it. Had 
the entire Board been here to-day, it was 
my intention to propose a vote of censure 
that official for doing what he did

who have already worked so hard to pre- 
pare the way will bear heavy burdens of 
care and responsibility. Every pilgrim who 
starts on this journey should do so bearing 
in mind that it is his or her duty and 
privilege to give as little trouble and as 
much help as possible. 
This pilgrimage, if it is to be made worthy 
cf its name, must be regarded by all partici- 
pating in it as something far greater than 
the usual trip abroad, or the yearly holiday 
tor rest and recreation. 


NAMELESS GRAVES. 

We leave Ireland on Saturday, the 
fourteenth anniversary of the entry of Great 
Britain into the war, to pay homage to 
those who went out when the call came and 
did not come back to take their share of 
what they had fought for. There will be 
many amengst our contingent who are too 
young to have borne a share in the struggle, 
either at’ home or abroad, who are going 
mainly because the pilgrimage offers an 
opportunity of seeing the places where his- 
tory was in the making for four terrible 
years. Specially, however, there will be 
with us those for whom this journey is ane 
undertaken in the first place—the mothers an 
fathers, wives and children of men who never 
came back. They will see, some of them for 
the first time, the graves of their menfolk. 
For some of them there will not be even a 
grave or a wooden cross with a soldier's name 
where they can kneel and pray; many a 
pilgrim can only hope that, somewhere along 
the old battlefront to be visited, he or she 
may perhaps be near the nameless grave of 
the husband or lover or son who was posted 
as ‘* Missing, believed killed.”’ 

During the first three days in France we 
are to see the principal battlefields and 
cemeteries. Near the road between Auchon- 
villiers and Hamel can be seen the memorial 
to the 29th Division, whose standard is to be 
carried by a member of the Irish contingent. 
The village of Hamel is about a mile from 
Beaucourt Station, and from there pilgrime 
can get easily to Thiepval Ridge. Across 
the ground commanded by the Ridge the 
36th (Ulster) Division made their gallant 
attack on July Ist, 1916 On the iop of the 
Ridge stands the lofty tower that was erected 
on the site of the Schwaben Redoubt as a 
memorial to the Ulstermen who fell. 

Vimy Ridge, the one great position on the 
British front which was captured and held 
throughout the war, unlike the renowned 
positions in the Salient and on the Somme, 
which changed hands at such terrible cost, 
will be visited, and during that day the 


pilgrims can see the great Canadian memorial,

which is not yet completed. 


AT MENIN GATE. 

On the last day of the pilgrimage, August 
Sth. the wholo eleven thousand pilgrims will 
gather in Ypres. From seven o clock in the 
morning trains will bring them to the town 
from the different centres in which they have 
been billetted. The parties will be brought 
from the station to their respective assembly 
places, where they will breakfast, and then 
each party will parade under its party leader 
and march to its appointed place at the 
Menin Gate in time for the ceremony, which 
will be the culminating point of the pil- 
grimage The Chaplain-General to the British 
Forces, the Rev. Dr. A. C. E. Jarvis, C.M.G.. 
M.C., will conduct a brief Service, and an 
address will be given by the Archbishop of 
York. The Prince of Wales, Patron of the 
Legion, who will join the pilgrimage rt 
Bethune on Tuesday, will meet Prince Charles 
of Belgium at the Belgian frontier and come 
with him to the Menin Gate ceremony. With 
them will be Admiral of the Fleet Earl 
Jellicoe, President of the Legion; Marshal 
Foch, and a number of French and Belgian 
officers. 

On the conclusion of the Service the Prince 
of Wales will take up his position opposite 
the ruined Cloth Hall to take the salute in 
the great “March Past ” of the whole pil- 
grimage.

as possible, we are earmarking a substantial 

ion of this sum for the purpose of assist- 
ing ex-Service men of all ranks and their 
dependants to obtain housing accommodation 
other than in the Haig Memorial Homes. The 
Homes themselves aréto be built either in, or on 
the outskirts of, large town’, so as to facilitate 
employment for the families qecopying them. 
Plans are already in hand for the building of 
groups of such Homes in Liverpool, Sheffield 
and Birmingham, and a suitable site is at the 
present time being sought in London for the 
erection of the principal group, to supply 
the needs of the Metropolis. We feel con- 
fident that when the public sees these prac- 
tical: memorials in being, and: realises the 
great blessings both of these Homes and of 
the general housing assistance which we shall 
be able to offer to necessitous cases, the 
balance. of the money required to make the 
Memorial worthy of Lord Haiz will be forth- 
coming. 

We desire to refer here to one aspect of the 
roblem, not generally appreciated, which our 
investigations have Ba ce prominently to 
notice—namely, the difficult position in which 
the widows of ex-Service men find themselves 
to-day. Many institutions, especially those 
established in connection with clinics and 
workshops, provide homes for the married ex- 
Service man, but cannot in addition afford a 
home for his widow when he dies; and the 
mortality amongst the disabled is, alas! high. 
At the War Seal Foundation, for instance, in 
the Fulham road, to which is attached an 
admirable clinic, there is a waiting list to-day 
of no less than 800 disabled men anxious to 
get into a good home where treatment will be 
ready at hand. Meanwhile six of the flats in 
these buildings are at present occupied by 
widows who are blocking the way for the 
waiting disabled men, and this number is, of 
course, bound to increase. 

Similar instances could be 
nection with the British Legion Poppy Factory 
flats and other institutions. On the other 
hand, no one could wish to turn those poor 
widows out if they have no home to which to 
go. Here, then. apart from the disabled and 
necessitous ex-Service man for whom the 
homes specially cater, is a field for benevolent 
activity which will appeal to every humane 
man and woman, and to which we propose to 
give special attention. 

At the moment, after making the necessary 
allocations for the towns above enumerated 
and after providing an adequate amount for 
housing assistance, we are left with a sum of 
£50,000 only with which to commence the 
London group. This sum is considerably less 
than we could have desired for the main 
Memorial. We are, therefore, appealing to 
those admirers of Lord Haig who have not 
already subscribed to help us to make the 
London tribute worthy in all respects of the 
man who‘did so much to save the Empire in 
her hour of need.

Srm,—In Mr. Dudley White’s letter to the 


irish Times 1 notice that, with characteristic 


thoughtfulness, he includes journalists among 
those who, with the counsel and solicitors, 
suffer from the long days’ sittings at the 
Central Criminal Court. As, I believe, the 
oldest journalist in Ireland, and as an ex- 
chairman and secretary of my branch of 
the Institute, may I ask the hospitality of 
your columns to “slip in a word edge- 
ways?” 

Mr. White has voiced the opinion of the 
Bar as representing one of the counsel for 
the State, and Mr. Lynn has written of the 
injustices done to advocates for the defence 
and even to the accused, by the painful 
and persistent prolongation ‘of the daily 
sittings at Green street Courthouse. Is it 
not reasonable that the representatives of 
the Press be permitted to say something 
on behalf of that much-enduring body, the 
reporters? The seriousness of their responsi- 
bilities is often overlooked. It involves the 
closest and most unremitting personal atten- 
tion; the risks of libel are insistent; fair- 
ness and accuracy are essential and it will 
surely be admitted that they deserve con. 
sideration from those who look to their 
records as part of the essentials of just 
administration. The " mephitic atmosphere '' 
(to use the late Recorder’s description of the 
court) 1s sometimes almost unbearable. It 
has become a byword; yet we have had 
sittings opening at 10.30 and gaily prolonged 
until late at night, apparently regardless of 
the limits of human endurance. It is im

Yesterday the Belfast Coroner and a jury 
of fourteen solemnly held an inquest on 
fifty-five thirteenth century silver coins, 
found on the site of an old fort, on North Cir- 
cular road, Belfast, on 31st May last, during 
excavation work in connection with the new 
Ekenhead Presbyterian Church. It was the 
first “‘Treasure Trove’’ inquest held in the 
Northern city. i 

The treasure trove comprised :'— 

25 coins minted in London. 

12 minted in Canterbury. 

8 minted in Durham. 

6 unidentified. 

1 minted in Bristol. 

1 minted in Lincoln. 

1 (Edward III.) minted in Waterford. 

1 (Alexander III.) minted in 1249. . 

Mr. J. H. B. Gunning, the Solicitor to 
the Northern Ministry of Finance, appeared 
for the Crown, as claimants of the treasure 
trove, and outlined the procedure. He quoted 
Halsbury’s “ Laws of England in relation to 
the finding of treasure. 

Evidence was given so bay the finding of 
the coins, and the handing of them over to 
officials of the Ministry of Finance. : 

One of the jurors, Mr. R. J. Welch, raised 
the question of treasure trove ae found in 
a private garden, and inquired did it go to 
the Crown, as in the case of it being found in 
public ground. 

Mr. Gunning—Just the same. 

Sir Robert Baird, Mr. McGowan, and other 
members of the jury, inquired as to whether 
the finder had any right to compensation. 

Mr. Gunning replied that a finder could be 
assured that, if he reported a find promptly 
and fully, and if the treasure trove was 
retained in a national collection, he would 
receive a fair price, less a reasonable deduc- 
tion for expenses. 

Mr. Ferguson, another juror, asked was 
there any change or difference between the 
English law as it existed after the changed 
conditions in Ulster; were the authorities 
quoted applicable there? 

Mr. Gunning said that they were, and 
that the Ministry of Finance was adminis- 
tering such affairs on behalf of the Crown 
by permission of the Treasury. The British 
Crown was mg | appearing at that in- 
quiry, although they had transferred ad- 
ministration in that reserved matter. 

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY’S LOSS. 

Mr. Welch asked if the Royal Irish 
Academy had any claim to treasure trove 
found in Northern Treland as formerly. 

Mr. Gunning replied that that was out of 
the question entirely now.

“That, the said treasure trove, consisting of 
55 thirteenth century silver coins, on the 
3lst May, 1928, at North Circular road, Bel- 
fast, were found concealed in the ground by 
Houston Coulter, of Randalstown, while en- 
guged at excavation work, and that the 
said treasure trove was formerly hidden as 
aforesaid, and the owner is now unknown, 
and that in default therefore His Majesty’s 
Treasury, on behalf of the Crown, is en. 
titled thereto.’’ 

The Right Hon. 8. Cunningham (foreman 
of the jury) said he had been asked to give 
expression to the interest and pleasure they 
had in participating in that, the first jury 
of the kind in the history of Belfast. They

MAN REPRIMANDED BY 
CORONER. 

The funeral of a Jewish woman, Mrs. 
Plaskowski, the wife of a butcher in the East 
End of London, which was to have taken 
place on Wednesday, was stopped by the 
East London Coroner. She died on Tuesday, 
and, in accordance with Hebrew law, the 
funeral should have taken place within 
twenty-four hours. In the meantime certain 
information had reached the police, and the 
body was removed to the Stepney Mortuary, 
where a post-mortem examination was made. 

At the inquest yesterday the Coroner said 
that a man had gone to the police station 
and said that he suspected that death was 
due to the use of poison.

Dr. Hyman Sunmans, who had been treat- 
ing Mrs. Plaskowski for two years, said that 
at no time was there any symptom of poison- 
ing. 

Dr. W. Gray, a Harley street pathologist, 
gaid that death was due to tuberculosis. He 
found no traces of poison.

WIRELESS AND THE SHANNON 
SCHEME,

Sik,—Notice has recently appeared in the 
Press declaring the intention of tha Electricity 
Supply Board to acquire lands for the purpose 
of erecting transformer stations throughout 
South County Dublin, in connection with the 
distribution of current in this area, and all 
persons ' whom it may concern,” having 
objections to the proposed transformer 
stations, are asked to lodge their objections 
with the Secretary of the Electricity Supply 
Board on or before the 31st August. Many 
people do not realise that the presence of a 
transformer station, with cables Carrying 
current at 35,000 volts, will be likely to make 
wireless reception impossible to listeners in 
the vicinity of such station. The better and 
more costly the wireless receiver, the more 
certain it is to be affected, and the greater the 
distance at which it will be likely to pick up 
the disturbing imp=ulses. i 

Many of the proposed transformer stations 
will be located in populous residential! districts 
where wireless has already been installed in 
nearly every heuse; and, in the absence of 
some assurance that our wireless sets wil! not 
be rendered useless, it would be well to take 
advantage of the opportunity to object to 
these transformer stations being erected in 
positions where they are likely to cause dis- 
turbance. Broadcasting has been a costly 
innovation in Ireland, and it does not seem 
unreasonable to expect the Department of 
Posts and Telegraphs to see that the rights of 
gyno listeners will be respected.
